CUTIE—Pat. Right Res. Tiny pink buds and 
semi-double pink flowers. Very compact, 
almost thornless plant. Tiny medium green 
fern-like foliage. Probably the _ freest 
flowering of all miniatures. Foliage turns 
to autumn tints of red, orange and bronze 
with cold fall weather. Fine pot plant. 8- 
10 inches. 


CENTENNIAL MISS—Pat. Right Res. Double 
deep red flowers. More double than Oak- 
ington Ruby. Very fragrant. Free flowering. 
Fertilize this variety lightly for best color. 
Practically thornless plant with dark green 
foliage. (Pictured on Cover) 


PINK JOY—Pat Right Res. Double fragrant 
pink flowers. Bright until petals fall. PINK 
JOY has beautifully shaped deep pink buds 
with just a hint of salmon. Habit of plant 
and bloom is similiar to Oakington Ruby 
of which this is a seedling. Good growth 
and foliage. 10-12 inches. 


PATTY LOU—Pat. Right Res. The first bi- 
color miniature. Small (1 inch) very 
double rose colored flowers—like little car- 
nations. Tiny bi-color buds with top of each 
petal colored rose and reverse side soft 
silver-pink. Free flowering and fragrant. 
Has been a favorite with visitors. Grow in 
full sun for best results. 10-12 inches.

Flowers are often tinted soft pink in cool 
weather. Plant and foliage larger than Oak- 


ington Ruby. 
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FOR MINIATURE ROSES—We suggest: 


@ Plant in sunny location—South, East or 
west side of house is fine. 
@ Space 10 to 12 inches apart. 


@ Soil—good garden loam (or potting 
soil) . 
@ Fertilizer—Vigoro (sparingly), Fish, 
Castor Bean Meal or Liquid. 
— We ship all year— 


If because of delay in transportation, 


your miniature roses look dry upon 


arrival, soak th em(tops and all) in water 


for several hours before planting. 


We suggest using Miniature Roses for edging or massing 


around Climbing, Pillar and Tree Roses 
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Plant a CLIMBING YELLOW SWEET- 
HEART and edge bed with miniature 


roses as pictured above.
